AMENDING RESOLUTION NO. 263 OF 2011; AUTHORIZING A MEMORANDUM OF

UNDERSTANDING OF THE ADIRONDACK REGIONAL INTEROPERABLE

COMMUNICATIONS CONSORTIUM TO INCLUDE SARATOGA, HAMILTON, FULTON

AND MONTGOMERY COUNTIES

WHEREAS, Resolution No. 263 of 2011 authorized a Memorandum of Understanding between

Essex, Clinton, Franklin, Warren and Washington Counties to form a consortium for the purpose of applying

for Federal and State grants to establish a Regional Interoperable Communications Network, and

WHEREAS, the Consortium has been officially endorsed by the counties committed to working on

a joint Interoperable Communications Network that would serve all first responders in the multi county

region, as well as interface with public service agencies who would study and establish a process for sharing

costs and assets that would be of a mutual benefit to all parties, now, therefore be it

RESOLVED, that Resolution No. 263 of 2011 be, and hereby is, amended to include Saratoga,

Hamilton, Fulton and Montgomery Counties in the Adirondack Regional Interoperable Communications

Consortium for the Office of Emergency Services, and be it further

RESOLVED, that the Warren County Board of Supervisors hereby authorizes the Chairman of the

Board of Supervisors to execute all necessary documentation relative to entering into a Memorandum of

Understanding for the Adirondack Regional Interoperable Communications Consortium, in a form approved

by the County Attorney.
